In their day, were con<"I<lei-ed 
the 


ntrnost lotnry In travel, comparnble to 
the prlvnte cars of the mngnnten of 
today. The bnrg*» were boat* with 
main and upper decks and were al- 
most as large at the steamers which 
towed them. The rabble rode on the 
steamers. Inhaled the smells of the 
kitchen and the freight holds, endured 
the noise of the englnea, and took the 
chances of explosions, while on the 
barges behind the elite traveled In 
luxurious state. Food was brought 
from the boat kitchen to the barge 
saloon over a swaying bridge be- 
tween the vessels and was served 
with great aplomb under the direction 
of the barge captain, who was a noble 
figure In the setting. 


The upper decks of the barges were 


canopied and decked with flowers, 
with promenades and easy chairs from 
which to view the scenery. At night 
the interiors were transformed Into 
sleeping 
accommodation! much the 


snme as a modern Pullman, except that 
they were more commodious. Not the 
least attractive feature of these barges, 
according to a chronicler of their ex- 
cellence, was "an elegant bar, most 
snmptuously supplied with all that can 
be desired by the most fastidious and 
thirsty."

SCIENTIST TELLS OF TRIUMPH 


Professor Claims to Have Perfected 


System for Underground and Sub- 


marine Messages. 


Speaking recently of his work for the 


navy, Prof. .Tnmes R. Rogers, the In- 
ventor of a wireless system for under- 
ground and submarine transmission, 
stated: "Six or seven years ago, I 
began experiments with the transmis- 
sion of electric Impulses by the ground. 
They were renewed during the war 
with the audlon bulb, which renders 
the receiving apparatus more sensitive. 
I first established contact with near- 
by points and before long received with 
perfect distinctness Impulses sent from 
Europe. 
I placed my antennae In 


trenches radiating from a center and 
pointing by the compass toward the 
distant station from which I wished 
to receive. I demonstrated to the navy 
department that eight operators may 
receive nt once from eight separate 
wires. 
My system was Installed at 


New Orleans, the Great L'nkes station, 
and Belrnar, N. Y., nnd IB now used 
at tbe principal wireless stations In the 
United States. I have found the best 
results with my wires burled six feet 
below the surface In damp ground. 
Some of my experiments were conduct- 
ed In water 25 to 50 feet deep."—Scien- 
tific American. 


Monkey as Labor Possibility. 


The plg-talled macaque or brok of 


the Malays Is a highly Intelligent an- 
imal, and the Malays train them to 
pick coconuts. The modus operandl Is 
described by R. W. C. Shelford in "A 
Naturalist In Borneo." A cord Is fast- 
ened round the monkey's waist and it 
is led to the coconut palm, which It 
rapidly climbs. It then lays hold of a 
nut, and If the owner judges the fruit 
to be ripe for plucking he shouts to the 
monkey, which then twists the nu,t 
round and rouiid till the stalk Is bro- 
ken nnd lets It fall to the ground. If 
tlu> monkey catches'hold of an unripe 
fruit the owner tugs the cord and the 
monkey tries another. I have seen a 
brok act as a very efficient fruitpicker, 
although the use of the cord was dis- 
pensed with altogether, the monkey be- 
ing guided by the tones and Inflections 
of his master's voice.

Warmth Increases Oil Flow. 


An electrical method of carrying 


wnrmth to the bottom of oil wella has 
been found In many cases greatly to In- 
crease the flow of oil. The heating 
process, says Popular Mechanics Maga- 
zine, decreases the viscidity of the oli, 
usually occasioned by the admission 
of nlr to the well and the cooling of the 
rock bed. Minute crevices and capil- 
lary channels which afford easy pass- 
ago to warm, thin oil become quite im- 
passable (f the oil gums. Tho electric 
heating method not only thins the oil 
but often generate!) gas whose pressure 
helps the, oil to the surface.

DAY HONORED BY WELSHMEN 


Citrus 
era in Califofnia have de- 


cided to spend 12,800.000 through the 
purchase of 41,414 acres of land in 
Lasscn county, covered with pine and 
fir trees, and the erection thereon of 
a modern lumbering plant and box fac- 
tory. The trees are to furnish material 
for the making each year of 20,000,000 
orange and lemon boxes. 


Authorizations for this expenditure 


were made during the last few days by 
packing association stockholders and 
directors in every citrus-growing lo- 
cality, and the land will be purchased 
and 
great 
saw-mills 
erected 
and 


equipped by the Fruit Growers' Supply 
Company, which is a subsidiary cor- 
poration to the California Fruit Grow- 
ers' Exchange. 
' 


Since 1910, the citrus growers of Cal- 


ifornia have been operating a saw mill 
and box factory, cutting the timber 
from a tract of land known as the Hilt 
property, near the California and Ore- 
gon line, which has produced 2,500,000 
boxes annually. The remainder of the 
box material required has been secured 
from commercial concerns. It is claim- 
ed by F. B. Hutchens, manager of the 
Fruit Growers' Supply company, that 
tho ranchers can produce through the 
cooperative method a box that will cost 
but fifteen cents, representing an nn- 
nual saving of $450,000 to the growers 
ns a result of the contemplated pur- 
chase.' In California the present mar- 
ket price is 21 cents per box, while in 
Florida it is now 30 cents. 


Tho new property acquired contains 


(189,968,000 feet of pine timber, 283,- 
692,000 white flr timber and other spe- 
cies, or a total of 973,309,000 feet of 
box shook material. The option price 
acquired by the board of directors ?? 
the Supply Company was $1,181,000, or 


• an average cost of $1.25 por thousand 
feet for the timber. 
An 
operating 


plant of a capacity of 100 million feet 
of lumber annually is to be constructed 
at onco at an estimated cost of $1,600, 
000, making a total expenditure of $2,- 
800,000.. 


.- :- . METHOD QF FINANCE. 
In order to ptovide the money for 


this purchase and the operation of the 
property, the capital stock of tfte sup- 
ply company will be increased fron. 
$1,500,000 to $4,000,000, to be paid for 
through stock subscriptions taken by 
the members of the uffliatod associa- 
tions of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange. They have agreed to pay 
two cents per box annually on thoir 
fruit shipments toward the now cap 
itttl, and two cents per box additionn 
into the revolving fund for rcdistribn 
tion among the stockholders.' 


In a statement mado by Munngci 


Hutchcns, the plant is promised 
foi 


capacity operation by the. middle o- 
1921. Money for immediate purchase 
and for the establishment of the plan 
has been arranged for with Los Ange 
les banks, and is to be secured by the 
Hilt property, the new property am 
the physical valuation owned by th 
ranchers in the Fruit Growers' Supplj 
'Company. Mr. Hutchcns believes tha 
it is reasonable to anticipate a savinf 
to the ranchers through this purelias 
which will approximate tho increase ii 
capital stock, besides assuring a stead} 
supply of box material. 


A study of tho Pacific northwes 


timber ownership by the government n 
few years ago disclosed the fact that 
49 per cent of the timber of south- 
western Washington was controlled by 
two owners; 30 per cent of western 
Oregon by five owners; 70 per cent of 
northeastern California by nix owners; 
59 per cent of central Idaho by four 
owners. The redwood supply is half 
owned by ten owners, Ffty per cent 
of the pine timber in California out- 


side of that which is in the national 
forest reserves is owned by one inter 
est, and a greater portion of the other 
half is owned by a few large lumber 
operators. 


It 


SUPPLY DECREASING. 
is thought by the management 


that it will prove to be a wise move to 
own an available supply of timber for 
the use of the growers, as there is soon 
to be a great demand which will como 
from the middle-west and ooutli, as the 
limber in those regions is rnpidly be- 
coming exhausted. With the California 
Fruit Grower's Exchange shipping fif- 
teen million boxes of fruit annually, 
and soon to ship twenty million boxes, 
the rnise In price of one cent per man- 
ufactured box by commercial concerns 
supplying the growers would mean an 
additional expense of $200,000. Such 
a raise is to be confidently expected 
rom the commercial concerns, due to 
ncreased demand for the grades of 
umber used in box shook. 


Assistant District Forester T. D. 


Voodbury, in the employ of the Unit- 
d States government, has made a re- 
ort that there arc 174,429 Herts of 
government property contiguous to the 
ract to be purchased by tho supply 
ompany, sixty per cent of which has 
novchnntflbln timber on it.»This ro- 
iort shows that there will be oppor- 
unity for tho ranchers to get an ad- 
ditional supply in the years to como 
f it is needed, through purchase from 
he government. 


The California Fruit Growers' Ex- 


change is tho selling organization for 
seventy per cent of the orange and 
cmon production of California, serving 
10,000 growers. The Exchange and its 
ubsidiary company that furnishes sup- 
plies are both non-profit organizations, 
and are operated solely in the interest 
of the ranchers who are members at 
actual cost. 
The organizations arc 


maintained through assessments plac- 
ed upon each box of fruit handled. 


Tho purchase of this large tract of 


timber land by the Fruit Growers' 
Supply Company is generally regarded 
as a wise and timely action, as it in- 
sures and safeguards the future shook 
requirements of Exchange growers for 
many years. 
' 


March the Firrt . Known the World 


Over *s Annlvertary of the 


Country'* Patron Saint 


The first day of March has long been 


observed ns a Special day by the peo- 
ple of Wales and la called St. David's 
day In honor of the good SL David, 
patron saint of the Welsh, who lived 
In the sixth century. 


St. David was said to have been the 


8on of a prince of 
Cardiganshire, 


Wales, and Is accredited with the 
working of many miracles, especially 
among the poor of the country. It was 
said thfct when the saint first went 
into the fields to preach to his follow- 
ers the ground on which he was stand- 
Ing began to rise until It assumed a 
goodly height, and henceforth was his 
pulpit. 


For hundreds of years the Welsh 


wore sprigs of leek—a plant with 
broad bluish-green leaves and yellow 
flower clusters—In their hats ns a sym- 
bol of recognition of the day. This cus- 
tom was brought about, some say, 
from the fact that in a battle of the 
Welsh against their old enemies, the 
Suxons, St. David had ordered all 
Welshmen to go Into battle wearing 
their native leek, not only to distin- 
guish them from their enemies, but to 
bring them good luck. 


Other writers argue that the badge 


was worn more as a fraternal sign and 
because leek was grown In every Welsh 
garden and was the favorite vegetable 
of a true Welshman. 


Writers of the last century depict 


a typical Welsh garden as a garden of 
onions, gnrllc and leek. Homely Inci- 
dents are told of Welshmen assisting 
each other In farming and eating their 
leeks together, a ceremony symbolic of 
hospitality^ and good fellowship.

minutes, especially after long bouts 
of hard, contiguous mental work, be- 
ing particularly liable If Insomnia su- 
pervenes. 


Grimes have been committed in the 


early morning when the perpetrator 
has not really been properly awake, 
and has been horrified to find what 
he has. done. 
This Is & true case of 


temporary Insanity, but It Is compara- 
tively rare, and a man In normal 
health would not suffer In this way. 


A specialist In mentnl diseases has 


stated thf.t he knew a case In which 
a person wns Insane during a certain 
time of each day, and that others have 
been known when the patient was 
quite normal at 'ordinary ttmos, but 
suffered from a temporary fit. of rnanlu 
regularly once a month.

Forming Artificial Pearle. 


Pearls were vnluuble ns gems In 


China as early us.twenty-two centuries 
before our era, find the Chinese had 
worked' out a plan for the artificial 
formation of pearls about 700 years 
ago, which they have carried on ex- 
tensively. 
L'urice numbers of oysters 


are collected and tho shell gently open- 
ed to allow the introduction of vari- 
ous foreign substances which are in- 
serted by means of a forked bamboo 
stick. 
These pellets are generally 


made of prepared mud, but may bo 
bone, brass or wood. Tho oysters are 
then placed In shallow ponds connect- 
ed with canals and are nourished by 
tubs of night soil thrown In from time 
to time. 


Some 
time 
later, 
from 
several 


months to two years, depending upon 
the slx-e of the gem desired, these oys 
ters are taken out of the shell, the 
pearls removed and the body of the 
onlinal eaten as food. Bullions of such 
pearls are sold annually In China. The 
most valuable are either round or pear 
shaped.
